Negro leaders rap

(U P I)-N egro lead- 
ers angrily charged Friday that a skir­ 
mish line of state troopers fired with­ 
out justification into a crowded girls’ 
dormitory at Jackson State College, kill- 
ing two students. 
Authorities contend the troopers were 
caught in a “ crossfire” of sniper fire 
from the predominantly Negro campus 
early Friday. No officers were hit in 
the gunfire, which also wounded 15 stu­ 
dents. 


The Federal Bureau of Investigation 
has been ordered to investigate the 
shootings. A spokesman said President

Charles Evers, the black mayor of 
Fayette, told a rally in the Mississip- 
pi capital Friday night that troopers 
should have withheld their fire despite 
rock - throwing by students.

Dlinois University campus twice in the 
last week, an 
explosion in an appar­ 
ent makeshift 
bomb factory 
injured 
three black SIU students. 
Police 
said 
they found unexpluded 
dynamite, 
dynamite 
caps, 
a timing 
device, several guns and Black Panther 
literature in the off-campus house. One 
of the students was in critical condi­ 
tion today. 
Later, the SIU board of trustees vot­ 
ed to keep the school closed until the 
summer term. Gov. Richard B. Ogilvie 
said the school had been “brought to its 
knees” and the trustees had “ no alter­ 
native 
but to keep the university clos­ 
ed.” Students had voted earlier to keep 
the school closed. 
“ I believe

Counterattack 
launched by Reds 
in Cambodia areas 


SAIGON 
(UPI) — Communist troops 
launched their second major counter­ 
attack against U.S. forces in Cambodia 
today, killing five Americans and wound­ 
ing 14. 
They were reported to have 
broken into Cambodia’s second largest 
city, Kompong Cham. 
The Cambodian government issued a 
plea for arms and ammunition 
to 11 
other Asian and Pacific nations in Dja­ 
karta and sought immediate South Viet­

These developments coinc ided with the

10,000 U.S. soldiers still involved in the 
cross-border offensive.

Spokesmen said five GIs were killed and 
14 
wounded against Communist losses 
of eight dead. 
The attack at 2:45 a.m. came against 
Artillery Base Ranch, 
90 miles north 
of Saigon and a mile from where Com­

counterattack two days ago killed one 
American and wounded eight. Ranch was 
established only Friday.

Israelis launch 
long

The economic impact of Vandenberg 
Air Force Base showed a slight trend 
upward last year as indicated by a report 
released yesterday. 
Dollar expenditures for all categories 
totaled $8.4 million monthly, 
up about 
$250,000 over 1968, despite a reduction 
in the total military - defense force from 
49,448 in 1968 
to 47,450 
last year. 
Charts of off-base 
expenditures for 
the 
total military-defense population 
show the Lompoc area exclusive of the 
base, with $3,029,648, 
per month 
up 
about $145,846 over 1968. 
Expenditures in the Santa Maria area 
were $2,424,525, a month or about $50 - 
000 less than 1968. 
The figures include all military, de­ 
fense and civil service personnel and 
their dependents. 
Military 
personnel population drop­ 
ped 85 persons to 7,523 
from 1968’s 
7,608, while there was a reduction last 
year of about 
30 persons 
in the head 
count of dependents. 
Military person­ 
nel 
and their dependents totaled 19,930 
last year, down 115 from 1968. 
Civil service personnel and their de­ 
pendents totaled 
7,304 down 170 from 
1968. 
Contractor 
personnel and their 
dependents were down about 1,700 per­ 
sons below 1968. 


There was a group of 791 in the total 
working 
population last year: 15,248 
compared to the 1968 figure of 16,039. 
It was a decline of 4.9 per cent. 
The drop in the work force was par­ 
tially offset by a small increase infam- 
ily size. 
Military families living off 
base increased to 2.18 
members in 
1969 
up from the 1.63 of 1968. Family 
size in the same category 
also shows 
an increase to 2.21 members per family 
this year. 


There was a slight reduction in 1969 
in the family size of military families 
living on-base, but a slight upward trend 
has been noted this year, according to 
the impact report. The figures do not 
include heads of the fam ilies. 
There was a decrease last year in 
the number of all dependents to match 
the decrease in the total work force. 
Dollar monthly expenditures on-base,

viewpoints, they agreed on a 
central issue: Nixon may not 
be master of events and may 
be forced to renege. 
The confrontation came at 
the end of the Senate’s first 
week of debate on an amend­ 
ment that would cut off funds 
for supporting U.S. troops in 
Cambodia after June 30. No 
vote before the middle of next 
week 
appeared possible, al­ 
though 
supporters

amendment, 
claiming 
more 
than 50 votes, pressed for a roll 
call on Monday.

certain when a battle is over," 
Stennis told Fulbright as the

charged today. 


Palmer, speaking before a 
group of senior citizens at Vat 
ie Verde, revealed that the As­ 
sembly re jected M acGillivray’s 
bill U B 150) once again, by a 
vote of 27-23. It has been re­ 
ferred back to committee for 
further amendments. 


“ A large number of Republi­ 
cans either voted against the 
bill or abstained," Palmer said. 
“ Even after six amendmentsby 
Mr. MacGiilivray this bill con­ 
tains dangerous loopholes which 
would open the door to wid» 
spread drilling in state waters 
off Santa Barbara." 


“ Mr. MacGiilivray has eith­ 
er been badly duped by those 
promoting this legislation or 
he is woefully ignorant of what 
the result of this bill would be." 
The bill purports to make per­ 
manent the present temporary 
ban on granting drilling leases

Thousands of protesters were 
planning to demonstrate against

traditional parades and open 
houses to avoid possible clashes 
with demonstrators. 
Programs were canceled at 
Ft. Benning, Ga., the Army’s 
infantry training center; Ft. 
Ord, Calif., the largest infantry 
base in the West; Ft.

Army; Ft. Bragg, N.C., where 
paratroopers are trained; the 
Great Lakes Naval Training 
Center, north of Chicago; Ft.

They voted 15-6 Friday to 
remove temporarily authority 
over 
non-tenure 
hiring 
and 
firing from university chancel­ 
lors, 
who 
had 
held 
this 
authority for a half-century. 
“ This action applies only to 
this one person,” said Regent 
Chairman Dewitt A. Higgs. He 
voted in favor of the action 
along with Gov. Ronald Reagan 
and Lt. Gov. Ed Reinecke. 
Charles J. Hitch, president of 
the 
nine-campus 
university 
system, was angered by the 
decision, which apparently will 
lead to Miss Davis’ dismissal. 
“ This is an infringement of 
our procedures regarding dele­ 
gation (of authority) which, to 
me, are very important proce­ 
dures. I think the authority on 
on-termed 
appointments 
be­ 
longs to the chancellors.’ 
Hitch said he recommended 
that Regents take no action in 
the case of Miss Davis, 26, an 
attractive black woman with a 
brilliant scholastic record who 
is now an assistant philosophy 
professor. The California Su- 
preme 
Court 
is 
currently 
considering the legality of her 
pressence on campus. 
The action came after UCLA 
Chancellor Charles E. Young 
told 
the 
Regents 
he 
was 
approving a recommendation of 
the 
College 
of Letters and 
Science at UCLa that the one­ 
time 
member 
of the Black 
Panthers be reappointed for 
another year. 
Young said the faculty of the 
UCLA philosophy department 
and two deans had recommend- 
ed 
that 
Miss 
Davis 
be 
appointed. The UCLA chancel­ 
lor 
noted 
that 
an 
ad 
hoc 
committee appointed to investi­ 
gate the conduct of Miss Davis 
both in the classroom and off 
the campus found no cause to 
terminate her employment. 
The 
committee 
found 
no 
evidence that “ she has utilized 
her position in the classroom 
for the purpose of-indoctrinat- 
ing students.” 
Regents have established a 
policy of not employing Com­ 
munists 
in 
the 
university 
system. 
In 
other 
action, 
Regents 
asked Hitch to consider the 
possibility of creating student 
police forces. 
The suggestion came from 
Lt. Gov. Reinecke, who made 
complimentary remarks about 
student 
monitors 
in 
recent 
peaceful demonstrations. 
“ I can’t help but second wh it 
Lieutenant Governor Reinecke 
said,” said Governor Reagan. 
“ It’s all in the hands of the 
students. 
Reagan said Hitch and the 
university 
administration 
should 
ask students if they 
might be interested in self­ 
policing. 
Regent Frederick G. Dutton, 
one of 
the 
board’s 
liberal 
minority, expressed fears that 
such a police force would be 
controlled by the administration 
rather than the students, but 
several Regents denied this was 
the intention. 
Hitch was directed to report 
on the proposal at a later date.

This planned city of 150,000, 
presently 
under construction 
between Baltimore 
and Wash­ 
ington, includes planned coop­ 
eration — and joint building use 
— by 13 leading religious de­ 
nominations. 
There have been other in­ 
stances of interdenominational 
cooperation in new cities—such 
as in 1944 in the atomic ener­ 
gy city of Richland, Washing­ 
ton. But Columbia could be 
the first planned city in which 
religious 
cooperatives 
bring 
about “ planned undertaking.” 
A Funeral Practices Task 
Group was established by the 
Columbia C(юperative Minis­ 
try, which includes both South­ 
ern and American Baptist, Ro­ 
man Catholic, three Lutheran 
(American, Missouri Synod and 
Lutheran Church of America), 
Society of Friends, Church of 
the Brethren, United Church of 
Christ, Episcopal, both Nortn- 
ern and Southern Presbyterians 
and Disciples of Christ. After 
a year - long study, the task 
group recommended incorpor- 


ation of a non - profit Inter- 
faith Foundation. 
Major proposed functions of 
this foundation are: 
—Establishment of a crem a­ 
torium — as well as “ the en­ 
couragement of the churches 
and other religious groups to 
develop more clarity regarding 
the theological issues involv­ 
ing cremation and burial.” 
—Signing of “ a contract with 
a mortician who is understand­ 
ing of the approach of the Inter­ 
faith Foundation . . . who would 
agree to abide by the general 
policies set by the Corpora­ 
tion.” 
-Emphasizing that “ remem­ 
bering the whole life of a per­ 
son is more helpful than look­ 
ing at a dead body for two 
days . . . psychologists whom 
we have consulted tell us that 
the body is not that important 
in grief work . . . If the family 
wishes to view the body there 
should be a private viewing 
as soon after death as jiossible, 
after the example of John F. 
Kennedy.” (One Columbia cler-

expensive funerals are often 
related to guilt feelings.” ) 
The Funeral Practices Task 
Group 
also 
emphasized that 
there is a need for preplanning 
funerals, and that “ there is no 
theological basis for pouring 
a lot of money into the ground 
or into flowers , . . the cost of 
funerals should be greatly re­ 
duced from a total average ex­ 
pense ranging from $1,000 to 
$1,300 . . . to not greater than 
$300.” 
The Task Group also recog­ 
nized that “ one of the reasons 
today for the high cost of fun­ 
erals is the overhead morti­ 
cians have” — and they propos­ 
ed: “ a workroom be provided 
for mortician services in (Co­ 
lumbia’s) medical facility — 
the cost of this room to be the 
responsibility of the Interfaith 
Foundation.” 
The Task Group also propos­ 
es a “ memorial plaza” with a 
“simple plaque which could des­ 
ignate the name of a person 
who had died in the community, ” 
as well as the use of a pall 
(a 
purple casket cover) to 
“ dowi^ilay the differences in so­ 
cial position” in expensive cas­ 
kets. 
An extensive study of‘clergy 
and morticians in the area dis­ 
closed further information: 
-A majority of the Protes­ 
tant clergy are opposed to the 
displayii^ of bodies, the high 
cost of funerals, services in fun­ 
eral homes and the tendency of 
some morticians to try to give 
orders even regarding religious 
services. The morticians often 
replied: “ We are doing what 
people want us to do.” 
-W hile Catholic priests and 
rabbis generally prefer funer­ 
als with the body present (al­ 
though rarely do Jews “view 
the rem ains” ) their influence 
with their congregations is gen­ 
erally greater than Protestant 
clergy — especially in this are.., 
where Protestant clergy rarely 
instruct parishoners in this re­ 
gard until a death has occurred. 
-One of the main reasons 
why cremation is not more wide­ 
ly accepted by church members 
is due to a misinterpretation of 
the doctrine of the resurrection 
of the body (not the ashes) — 
despite 
St. Paul’s assurance 
that this does 
not mean a 
fleshly 
body. 
(I Corinthians 
15:50) 
—Many of the m inisters inter­ 
viewed had never heard of buri­ 
al or memorial societies (“ non­ 
profit associations to promote 
dignity, simplicity and economy 
in funeral arrangem ents”). And 
those clergy who were familiar 
with 
such 
organizations “ al­ 
most all felt that only one per 
cent or less of the people be­ 
longed to them .”

Science loses 


P resident Nixon is determ ined to see that the United 
S tates is not relegated to the level of a second-rate m ilitary 
pow er, but we may already have fallen to that status in a 
num ber of other, no le ss im portant, ways. 
We 
are now “ second-rate” 
in a num ber of im portant 
scientific research fields, m em bers of the N ational academ y 
of Sciences were told at their recent annual m eeting in Wash­ 
ington. The fields include astronom y, biology and physical and 
organic chem istry. 


The 
loss of U.S. leadership is p articu larly striking in 
astronom y, said Dr. 
Harvey Brooks of H arvard University. 
B ecause of tight science budgets, no m ajor new telescopes 
or radio - astronom y instrum ents have been built in this coun­ 
try in the last five y e a rs. The s me period has w itnessed 
a “ rem arkable su rg e” of science funding in Japan, W estern 
Europe and R ussia. 
According to Philip H. Abe Ison of the C arnegie Institute, 
the United States has forfeited its once pre-em inent posi­ 
tion in biological re se a rc h and physical and organic chem is­ 
try . Cutbacks in governm pnt research funds have dealt 
a 


“ devastating blow” to the nation’s colleges and reduced the 
nation’s total scientific re se a rc h effort by at least 30 per cent. 
“ T his is a beaQtiful way of knocking ourselves into second- 
c la ss sta tu s,” said Abelson. 
Another 
speaker, Dr. Ivan L. Bennett of the New York 
U niversity M edical C enter, warned that basic m edical research 
was also im periled by the governm ent’s budgetary policies. 
Attem pting to cast a faint ray of hope and the general doom 
and gloom , Dr. Lee a . DuBridge, the P resid en t’s science ad­ 
v ise r, conceded that the adm inistration’s drive to balance the 
budget and stop inflation had endangered A m erica’s scientific 
lead. But even should the budget pinch ease, he predicted that 
from now on the United States would have to pick and choose 
which sciences it wants to concentrate on and let the re st go 
to other nations. 
“ It seem s clear to m e,” said DuBridge, “ we just cannot 
continue our leadership in everything.” 
T his is a hard truth every great power in history has had 
to face: No one nation can do everything. Acknowledging the 
fact, however, is a lot e a sie r than accepting it and acting 
upon it.

I heard of a university president the 
other day who said that it is no differ­ 
ent to try to avoid the draft if you are a 
young man, than to pull out of (he stock 
m arket if you are a m iddle-aged man.

ty. And you don’t have 
to

to 
Canada. 
T here are ingenious 
ways to stay out of the service. T here is 
even a handbook on the subject, describ­ 
ing everything from skillfull m alingerim 
to how to get this educational defer­ 
ment, o r that occupational deferm ent. 
A m oral 
problem ? T here are hand­ 
books on that point too. You can always 
take the position that this is an im m or­ 
al w ar, and therefore to do anything less 
than your utm ost to keep from fightine 
in it is itself im m oral. Do you like that 
I 
have a 
m illion of them . T h en 
is the argum ent that to do less than 
your legal best to avoid service is 
to deny the functions of human wit and 
intelligence, and to (to that in a free en­ 
te rp rise society is positively un-Am eri­ 
can. Do you like that? And so it goes. 
The line of reasoning however cogent, 
is 
em otionally 
defective. Because it 
would require that we genuinely appre­ 
ciate the labors of those who do go. In­ 
asm uch as it is known that men who go 
to Vietnam are not all of them stupid, 
that among them are those who could 
just as easily have traveled to Canada 
o r feigned a heart condition, it is surely 
in point to pay them spec ial honor. I 
hold it m ost against the anti-w ar class 
in A m erica not that they do th eir best 
to underm ine the A m erican position, but 
that they fail to pay homage to those 
who have earned the homage not only of 
those who support the w ar, but of those 
who do not. 
I have a le tte r here from the m other 
of a young man I corresponded with a 
year ago. She thought I w ouldliketo read 
a few excerpts from her son’s diary, 
which has just reached her. And I think 
you would like to read them. 
“ I figured there was a w ar going o n ,” 
Dominic Scatuorchio wrote to his moth­ 
e r, “ and I had been sitting on the side, 
lines too long. I felt I should be do­ 
ing som ething other than saying that I 
supported ‘our bo y s.’ 
“ F or a long tim e I had been feeling, 
for som e reason, asham ed of m yself 
whenever I saw a servicem an. I askt-d 
m yself one night, how I would feel if in 
later years when I becam e a doctor, a 
man walked into my office and com plain­ 
ed that his wooden leg was giving him 
trouble, o r that his artifical arm was 
chafing. How would I feel knowing that 
while I sat it out these men and others 
like him had been willing to give th eir 
lives for me. No, it was just too much. 
I couldn’t 
live like that any longer. 
I was going to e n list.” 
Accordingly, he left Catholic U niversi­ 
ty in W ashington after finishing his soph­ 
om ore year, and in due course found him ­ 
self in Vietnam. At the end of a year 
as com m ander of an assault helicopter, 
he reenlisted for an additional six-month 
tour, which would have ended in A pril 15. 
His m other encloses a lette r from 
M ajor Thom as K ilpatrick. 
“ On the afternoon of 10 M arch 1970, 
Dominic was flying as aircraft com m andl 
e r of a HU-1C helicopter gunship 
A fter escorting troop carrying helicopl 
te rs into a landing zone his airc ra ft 
and an additional gunsliip was requested 
to make a visual reconnaissance of the 


ari a for the ground troops. On his first 
pass over a wooded area his a irc raft re ­ 
ceived sm all arm s fire from hidden ene­ 
m y 
ij o s it ions. 
The aircraft 
received 
num erous hits, and one of these rounds 
struck Dominic in the head killing him 
instantly. 
“ Dominic had been with the company 
lor a long tim e. He was an inspiration 
to all who knew him, w hether of senior 
or junior rank. His service, his sense 
ol humor, his com passion, and his friend- 


ship were valued so very dearly by this 
company. The loss of your son is a se ­ 
vere blow to this unit and he will be re­ 
membered and m issed by all. He was a 
singularly outstanding young leader.” 


The local newspaper wrote about him 
and about his family, and got from Mr. 
Scatuorchio a sim ple comment. “ He 
fought and died for his country. We’re 
proud of him .” It is also a noble com­ 
ment.

Most North Vietnamese - Viet Cong 
operations in South Vietnam north ol 
Saigon are reportedly supplied through 
the northern supply routes that wind 
through Laos by way of the Ho Chi Minh 
trails. American military men estim ate, 
correctly or incorrectly, that the mon­ 
soons in June, July, August and early 
September will take the edge off a major 
build-up from that direction until this fall. 
1 hat leaves the Dem ilitarized Zone 
(DMZ) between North and South Vietnam, 
through which the Communists brought 
considerable tonnage at one time. This 
route must be kept closed also if the 
Cambodian strikes are to achieve the cut­ 
off in supplies Nixon wants. 
The crucial necessity of keeping the 
DMZ 
closed as noted above is the grim 
reality behind Defense Secretary Laird’s 
warning to Hanoi that he would recom ­ 
mend bombing the north if the Zone was 
used for major infiltrations.

Termed 
an “ instant** lake due to the rapidity with which it filled, 
Lake Lopez is open year round, 24 hours a day. Open for 
only 
a year, 
records indicate some 281,000 people have 
visited its shores. 
Considered a phenomenon in the Central Coast is the “ instant” 
recreational area of Lake Lopez, which reportedly filled within 
two months due to last winter’s floods. Hardly a year has passed, 
and already records show some 281,000 people enjoying the year- 
round 
facilities of boating, fishing, water sports, camping, fam­ 
ily and group picnicking, hiking and horseback riding. 
Cradled in a mountain valley some seven m iles east of Arroyo 
Grande, the lake meanders around 21 miles of hilly shoreline, 
encompassing a total of 4,300 recreational acres within the coun­ 
ty - owned playground. A warren of hilly roads leads to a var­ 
iety of shady vistas for picnickers and < ampers. Five group 
barbecue units require advance reservations; all other facilities 
are on the first - come, first - served basis. The largest barbe­ 
cue unit 
services up to 500 people, and is for day use only. 
For youth organizations such as Boy Scouts, an overnight camp­ 
ing area is situated near Mustang Flat near the end of a 21 '2 mile 
paved road from the entrance. 
Modern rest rooms with hot showers and children’s playgrounds 
adjacent to overnight camping areas are other bonuses. Though 


the park is open 24 hours a day, a daily check-out time for each 
visitor enables night patrolmen to successfully ferret out those 
who would use the recreational area as a Lover’s Lane. 
Fishing year-round appeals to anglers everywhere. The regular 
trout season, which is just opening, allows a limit of 10 trout per 
day. During the off - season, it’s five trout per day. The Lake is 
also stocked with bass and sun perch. 
Storage for boats on trailers and travel trailers is $1 a day, 
$10 
a month and $25 a year. Additional information on recrea­ 
tional fees is listed on a fee schedule obtained at the entrance 
gate. Motor vehicle passes are $1 per vehicle per day and 
$12 
per vehicle per annum. 
Lake Lopez, comprising Arroyo Grande, Lopez and Wittenburg 
Creeks, holds 940 surface acres of water at maximum level, with 
the water elevation at 520 feet above sea level. En route to the 
recreational entrance is a shoreline drive of about three miles. 
To get to Lake Lopez, take U.S. 101 from Santa Maria to the 
Grand Avenue exit 
at Arroyo Grande. The route from there is 
well marked. 


GEOGRAPHICAL locations are colorfully designated by these 
visual 
signs. Reading from 
left to right are Toro Bluff, 
Beaver 
Grove, 
Lobo Ridge, 
Conejo Slope, Grizzly Gulch

doorsman. Other areas include Mustang Flat, Mallard Cove, 
Quail Meadow, Blue jay Valley, Cougar Point, Bandtail Glen, 
Eagle Pass and Squirrel Hollow.

temporary American Indian art­ 
ist represented in the National 
Art Gallery in Washington, D.C. 
it was further reported. 
Paladin who signs his work 
“ Chethlahe” (Little Turtle Who 
Cries in the Night\ paints tra­ 
ditional Indian figures from tri­ 
bal legendry in his own style, 
often using sand, mud and oth­ 
er earth materials for the basic 
colors. The materials are then 
affixed with acrylics. The in­ 
clusion of his own style is a 
departure from the traditional 
sand painting, which clings rig­ 
idly to the tenets of Navaio re­ 
ligion. “ To change any little 
detail on one of them would be 
sacrilegious,” he has said. Sand 
painting is a ceremonial Nava­ 
jo art form made by dribbling 
fine streams of coiored sand 
onto a flat surface to form 
designs andpictures. While Pal­ 
adin’s renderings are perman­ 
ent, the usual sand painting is 
temporary, as its destruction 
is an integral part of the ritu­ 
al. 
The artist was brought up in 
hogans by an aunt and uncle who 
lived a nomadic existence herd­ 
ing 
sheep during the summer 
and weaving and silversmithing 
in the winter. Before launching 
into his own experimentation, 
he attended the mission school 
on the reservation and the U.S. 
Bureau of Indian Affairs School 
at Santa Fe, N.M. where he stu­ 
died traditional Indian art. 
Paladin is now a resident of 
Santa Barbara.
